Voters of Placerville school district 
go to the polls on Friday to express 
their wishes upon a proposed $40,000 
bond issue to provide for needed en- 
largement of the school building. 


This is the second bond election in 
recent weeks for the district, a pre- 
vious proposal having been voted down. 

However, the school requires enlarge- 
ment and, believing that the earlier 
proposition was defeated largely be- 
cause residents of the district viewed 
the proposed auditorium, which was 
included in the earlier plan, as unnec- 
essary, the district trustees have had 
the plans revised to eliminate the au- 
ditorium and now hope that the re- 
quired enlargement may be provided 
for. 

A statement in behalt of the im- 
provement by the trustees will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The improvement proposed to be 
made will include four class-rooms, 

a sewing room and a manual training 
room and a moderate sized gymna- 
sium. 

The district has an application for 
a PWA grant pending in Washington 
and may not require the full amount 
of the money provided by the bond 
issue. The trustees are pledged to 
erect the structure as economically as 
possible and will not sell any more
